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RAISE THE VOICE OF LABOR IN CONGRESS 



TIERE are great and important 
national issue* which we have to 
discuss this fall. One it the high 
cost of living. In a few weeks it will 
be two years since the Democrats got 
control of the country. Woodrow 
Wilson was elected on a platform 
which promised the lowering of the 
cost of living. Since then every work- 
ingman, every small business man, has 
been "watchfully waiting" to see the 
cost of living go down. 

Has it gone down? Not at all It 
is higher than it was two years ago, 
and it is higher now than ever before. 

The Democrats and Woodrow Wil- 
son used to claim that the high tariff 
was responsible for the high cost of 
living. The high tariff was cut in two. 
Has the cost of living gone down? Not 
an iota. On the contrary, it has 
gone up. 

Wilson has not only promised to 
lower the cost of living, but also to 
curb the power of the big trusts, of 
the big banks, and of big business in 
general. Has he done so? On the con- 
trary, he has curried the favor of the 
big trusts, of the big bankers, and of 
big business in general. Wilson has 
taken special care to let them know 
that he is their friend, not their enemy. 
He has stopped all attacks on big busi- 
ness and has seen to it that Congress 
passed a banking bill which had the 
indorsement of all the big bankers fully 
as much as the Aldrkh bill ever had. 

When there was a panic in banking 
circles on account of the world war. 
the government printed an especial 
issue of currency of about $1,000,- 
000,000, and then turned it over to 
Wilson's friends, the bankers. 

What has he done for the working 
class, which is in an infinitely worse 
plight? Not a single thing. 

DEMOCRATS BLAMB TARIFF. 

Moreover, the revenues of the gov-

eminent have been diminished by cut- 
ting down the tariff and by the world 
war. 

In what way is the Wilson govern- 
ment trying to raise money to make up 
the deficiency? Is the Wilson govern- 
ment proposing to tax the rich by levy- 
ing a higher income tax? Or an inher- 
itance tax? Oh, no. The. Democrats 
are going to put a higher tax on to- 
bacco, ou cigars, on beer, on nickel 
theaters and other amusements or 
necessities of the common people. 

In Germany, when the war broke 
out and the middlemen were gettine 
ready to raise the cost of neccssiti.- 
the government stepped in and stopped 
them. 

Nothing of the kind was done in our 
country. That would be interfering 
with private business. And an inter- 
ference with private business is justi- 
fiable only when the trusts and monop- 
olies interfere with the private busi- 
ness of the small man or with the pri- 
vate buying power of the consumer. 

And this brings me to the other 
question before the country today, the 
question of unemployment This is 
nation-wide and not a local or state 
calamity. 

HARD TIMES HERB BEFORE WAR. 

And contrary to the lies of the capi- 
talist press, the hard times and unem- 
ployment are not the result of the war. 
We had the panic and the "hard times" 
in our country for some months be- 
fore the present war broke out. 

As every workingman knows, from 
his own experience, the era of unetn- 

{rioyment set in about the middle of 
ast winter. And the world war could 
not aggravate it in any way, for the 
simple reason that it could not have 
been made much worse without bring- 



ing all the activities of the nation to a 
standstill. 

While the. war may have hurt cer- 
tain industries, particularly the cotton 
growers of the South, on the other 
hand, the war will also compel the re- 
opening of some factories that would 
otherwise remain closed, because there 
are many articles which we were im- 
porting from Europe. We will now 
have to manufacture these at home. 

DO NOT BETTER CONDITIONS. 

The fact remains, however, that the 
number of unemployed in our country 
is variously estimated at from 2,000,- 



But the Wilson government is show- 
ing no inclination to do this. None 
at all. 

We have had a hard summer, and 
the winter will be harder. Hundreds 
of thousands are facing hunger and 
starvation. Unless we take measures 
of precaution, we may have bread riots 
next winter. Nothing, however, is be- 
ing done by our ruling class to prepare 
for the emergency. 

NEED SOCIALISTS IN CONGRESS. 

There is only one way left for the 
working class and for the common peo- 
ple to general. That is to send Social-

000 to 3,000,000 men. And what is the 
government doing to alleviate their 
condition ? 

Has Mr. Wilson issued any billion 
dollars for them, as he did for the 
bankers? We have not heard of it 

A billion dollars wisely expended 
might start many activities and employ 
many men. The government could 
issue emergency currency and lend it 
to states and municipalities at a nomi- 
nal rate of interest for public improve- 
ments and public buildings. This 
would employ 1,000,000 men, who, in 
turn, would be enabled to spend money 
for necessities of life, the production 
of which would again employ another 
1,000,000. The condition might thus 
be improved considerably. 



ists to Congress, in order that the voice 
of labor may be heard in the national 
legislature of our country. 

I know, of course, that a certain 
amount of unemployment is inherent 
in the capitalist system. So long as 
the present profit system lasts we are 
bound to have some unemployed con- 
tinually — in order to make it possible 
for the capitalist class to make use of 
the competition of the workers for the 
jobs available. 

And we are also bound to have in- 
dustrial crisis and panics — because the 
working class of the country can not 
buy back the production of the country 
with the wages they get. And under 
the capitalist system the workingman 
cannot get the full value of his product 



because the employer most make a 
profit on him. 

But it is unnecessary for me to tell 
you that even one or two men, if they 
are of the right kind, can have con- 
siderable influence in Congress for the 
purpose of caBJag the attention of the 
nation to the- oppressiveness of the 
present economic system. 

At any rate, it would be of immense 
value to the country just at the present 
time to have men in Congress who 
would discuss the "hard times" and the 
"high cost" of living from the point 
of view of the working class. 

Now the last question before us, 
which is in the mind of everybody, is 
the world war— the greatest and blood- 
iest of modern history. 

We all agree on one thing, and that 
is that we want peace now— peace on 
earth and good will among men. 

STAND ALWAYS POR PEACE. 
Now the only party on earth that 
stands for international and universal 
peace is the Socialist party. In this 
case the war came like a thief over 
night. The various governments took 
possession at once of all the railroads, 
telegraphs, postal departments and 
means of transportation and commun- 
ication and made it impossible even 
for an international congress to con- 
vene. 

This undoubtedly is one of the rea- 
sons why international Socialism failed 
to enforce peace. 

The international Socialist move- 
ment is nevertheless even today the 
only power on earth that can force the 
powers of Europe to make peace. 

In short, we may rightfully expect 
that this war more than anything else 
that has ever happened before will help 
along Socialism and international 
brotherhood.

WAR AND DEMOCRACY. 
(From the Milwaukee Leader) 
The war must end in democracy. 
Pages could be filled with quotations 
from non-Socialist publications re- 
peating this sentiment. This war 
must see the end of domination by 
classes, monarchs, armament cliques 
and every form of domination from 
above. 

In the beginning the world looked 
to the Socialists to stop the war. 
That they did not stop the war was 
due to the fact that many of the miV 
lions who followed the flag of Social- 
ism were too recent converts and too 
superficial converts from the very par- 
ties that are now reproaching the So- 
cialists with inability to stop the war. 

The only way the war can be really 
stopped is by democracy, and by So- 
cial-Democracy. This does not mean 
that the present series of battles may 
not be stopped. This may be done 
at almost any time. The Socialists of 
the world are trying with all their 
energy to secure such a stoppage. 

But any peace that would leave the 
forces that made war still in the sad- 
dle would be only a truce, a pause for 
breath and preparation for another 
and bigger struggle. Socialists will 
work even for such a truce, because 
there is always a chance that in the 
midst of any such pause the makers 
of war may be overthrown and the re- 
newal of hostilities prevented. 

But one thug might as well be un 
derstood clearly. Only Socialism will 
really end this war. 

That the people of Europe are 
recognizing this fact is seen in the 
increased vote for Socialism in 
Sweden. The same increase ia the 
states aow at war would go far to- 
ward making war forever impossible. 

The elections held in Australia 
since the war show a similar increase, 
and indicate that the world over the 
people are turning to Socialism as the 
only hope of bringing a genuine end 
to the slaughter. 

The eyes of the world will he upon 
the elections ia America next month. 
The Uaited States, as the largest na- 
tion outside the war, has an opportun- 
ity to show whether its people really 
wish an end/ not only of this conflict, 
bat of all wars.

MINNESOTA HAS CHEERING 
MBSSAOB FOR ALL STATES 
By State Sec'y T. K, Latimer. 

The Socialist party of Minnesota is 
in the ring with a goodly number of 
county and legislative candidates, al- 
though this is the one state in the 
Union having a non-partisan county 
and legislative election law. 

Many of our candidates were elimi- 
nated at the primaries, as only the two 
highest will be on the ballot at the 
general election. 

Wc have candidates on the non- 
partisan ballot in 14 counties and ex- 
pect to elect in eight counties in a 
two-cornered fight. The other parties 
are conceding us an increased repre- 
sentation in the state Legislature at 
the next session. We had one repre- 
sentative in the last Legislature, and 
are quite sure of five members of the 
lower house and one senator, and 
have a good show for two more sen- 
ators and two more representatives. 

Industrial Conditions Bad. 

We are putting up a good fight in 
five congressional districts and have a 
candidate in one other. The present 
prospects are that our strongest dis- 
trict is the Eighth, which includes the 
iron ranges. Industrial conditions in 
these mining districts are bad, as 
many of the mines have been closed 
all summer and others are running 
short shifts. Many of the small oper- 
ators are being forced to the wall and 
many who looked upon Socialism as a 
foreign importation in the past are 
beginning to ask for our solution of 
industrial crises. 

In the Sixth district Comrade 
Thomason has made a school house 
canvass of a large portion of his dis- 
trict, and will be a strong competitor 
o» Congre«*man Lindberg, as there is 
a four-cornered fight, with the con- 
servatives going to the Democrats, 
and the radical element getting tired 
of the reforms advocated by the pres- 
ent congressman. 

The Fifth district is limited to ten 
wards in the city of Minneapolis, and 
there is a four-cornered fight, although 
it is not thought that the Democrat 
or Progressive has much of a chance 
to win. The contest will be between 
the present incumbent, a Republican, 
and the Socialist candidate. 

United Against Socialists. 

In the Ninth district we have elimi- 
nated all the parties except the Repub- 
lican, so that there is a two-cornered 
contest, with all the other elements 
fusing against the Socialists. 

The Fourth district, which has been 
limited to the city of St Paul, was the 
surprise of the congressional cam- 
paign two years ago, and we look for 
another good gain this year, as the 
comrades have been conducting a con- 
sistent propaganda since the last elec- 
tion. 

In addition to the above, there is a 
city election in Minneapolis at the 
same time. We have a candidate for 
municipal judge, library director, and 
member of school board, in addition 
to candidates for alderman in three 
wards. Alt our other city candidates 
were eliminated at the primaries.

COIDRADO REPEATS 
JURY FIXING STORY 

Colorado repeats the nation wide 
story of how the employing class has 
secured control of the power of select- 
ing jurors and is thus doubly secure 
in its domination of the courts. 

The story of the struggle in the 
coal rields of this western state, where 
humanity is challengirg the power of 
organised greed, is told by Adolph 
Germer, vice-president of the Illinois 
Mine Workers. He wai one of the 
miners' officials in charge of the Colo- 
rado strike when it started. He says: 
BY ADOLPH GERMER. 
The disclovu.es made by tho 
Lawyers' Association of Illinois 
art more or leas prevalent in other 
sections of the country. For in- 
stance, in certain counties la Colo- 
rado practically the same persona 
have made up tha jury panel for 
years. 

Tho sheriffs, who are usually the 
tools of the big interests, select tha 
jurors and, of course, it is natural 
that tha panels will be made up of 
persona who will render tho verdicts 
desired by the interests. 

As an illustration showing how 
this works, I might cits tha fact 
that in Huerfano County, Colo, out 
of the 300 persona making up tha 
jury panel, 43 ware commissioned 
deputy sheriffs aad 218 ware politi- 
cal allies of tho sheriff, aad these 
were to try striking coal miners 
charged with having shot mine 
guards, holding deputy sheriffs' 
commissions. 

Verily, under those circa instances, 
a fair and impartial trial cannot be 
had. But this condition will continue 
so long as those invested with the 
power to make up jury panele owe 
their election to the campaign con- 
tributions of big business. 

Rich men will influence the selec- 
tion of juries as long as tha candi- 
dates of the rich men's political 
parties are elected to office. Aad 
tha aad feature la that tha rich 
men's candidates are elected by tha 
votes of the poor.

The scattered stste of 
settlement requires sa anususl form 
of organization, a compromise be- 
tween the usual local and membcr- 
■hip-at-large, and this already makes 
Meade sad Butte Counties two of the 
best locals in the state. 

Several years of eoatroversy arc 
now fully past and the organization 
is oae united whole, growing snd 
learning, and preparing to double the 
membership ia the coming year. The 
ConuBoawealth, publiahed at Mitchell, 
prints state party news aad is a great 
help. Locals have heretofore had to 
learn from experience aad have re- 
sented the idea thst some oae prob- 
ably could tell them what to do and 
would not; this, it is beginning to be 
reslised, it so illusion, and the per- 
sistent use of literature, with aa occa- 
sional speaker, with the continual tak- 
twg of subs to Socialist papers, snd 
doing these things systematically, is 
what does the work.
